UNDERWRITERS AND THE 
* ASSURED, 

(Afitchsl?’s Maritime Register, Oct. 24.) 

The lengthened disonssion upon the deci- 
sion.of the Court of Common Pleas in the 
uow celebrated case of Dickinson y. Jardine 
has culminated in a meeting at Lloyd’s. 
Before adverting to the resolutions adopted 
at this meeting, we may briefly review the 
leading points in the.case which have excit- 
ed so keon an interest amongst Underwri- 
ters’ and Average Adjusters, and to the 
general features of the question involved.” 
The plaintiffs insured some teas; shipped at 


Foochowfoofor England, with the defen- 
dant. ean after the ship left her Port 


she:got s{pon’a reef, and 8 portion of the tea 
was jettisoned. We need hardly say that, 
in all the ordinary forms of Marine Policies, 
jettison is included as amongst the risks 
which the ‘‘assurers are contented to bear,” 
and take.upon' themselves to bear. . It was’ 
80 in this caso, and upon the aftival of ‘the 
ship, and the fact of the jettison being ‘es- 
tablished, the plaintiffs claimed on the Un- 
derwriters for the amount of the teas jetti- 
soned. They were answered that all losses 
‘by jettison ‘were adjusted in General 
Average; and as this was a:losa by jettison, 
it must be settled in the usual way, the As- 
sured to callect the contributions from: ship 
and freight, and the Underwriter to make 
up to him the difference of his joss, what- 
ever that might be, Tho plaintiffs declined 
to adopt this course, and, preferring to rely 
upon their naked contract,:. pressad for its 
specific _performancy., A special case was 
stated for the opinion of the Common Pleas,
